I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  ANNUAL  REPORT 
on  the  HEALTH  and  SANITARY  ADMINISTRATION  arid' HOUSING  conditions  of 
your  District  for  the  year  1945 . 

The  POPULATION  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as  4847* 
a  decrease  of  204  compared  with  the  estimate  for  1942. 


The  BIRTH  RATE  of  15-47  adjusted  for  inward  and  outward  transfers* 
shows  an  increase  of  0.24  per  1000  resident  population  compared  with 
1942.  The  birth  rate  for  England  &  vrales  is  16.5  an  increase  of  0.7 
over  1942.  The  birth  rate  in  smaller  towns  of  255000-50*000  population 
has  risen  to  19-4  per  1000. 

The  DEATH  RATE  of  14.64  per  1000  resident  population  adjusted  for 
inward  and  outward  transfers  is  2  per  1000  greater  than  last  year.  The 
death  rate  for  England  A  Yales  is  3.2.1  per  1000*  an  increase  of  0.5 
as  compared  with  1942. 


In  short*  therefore*  as  many  wore  born  but  2  more  people  died  in 
each  group  of  1000  persons  in  1945  as  compared  with  1942  -  a  satis¬ 
factory  position. 


INFANT  MORTALITY  .  In  1945 5  5  infants  under  one  year  died  from 
various  causes*  giving  an  Infant  mortality  rate  of  40  per  1000  live 
births.  There  were  no  deaths  from  Puerperal  Fever*  and  no  notifications 
of  Puerperal  Fever. 


INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.  2 57  cases  of  infectious  disease  we  e  notified 
during  194p*  220  more  cases  than  in  1942.  Of  these*  6  --ere  Scarlet 
Fever*  2  Diphtheria*  219  Measles  and  1  Pneumonia,  It  is  thus  seen  that 
of  the  220  more  cases  notified*  219  wer  e  of  Measles. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION.  The  high  percentage  of  school  children 
immunised  during  your  Council’s  pioneer  'York  in  this  field  of  Public 
Health  Service  in  1956*  has  been  fully  maintained. 

AIR  RAID  PRECAUTIONS.  As  the  result  of  enemy  action  once  during 
t'he  year*  all  the  First  Aid  Services  wore  called  out  and  functioned 
wary  satisfactorily,  Thc-re  were  a  small  number  of  minor  casualties.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS . 


These  remain  essentially  the  same  as  Luring  the  previous  year.  The 
normal  resident  population  of  N-ithernsea  contains  a  large  number  of 
older  and  retired  people  -  a  factor  which  effects  our  bi  th  and  death 
rates  considerably,  lowering  the  first  and  raising  the  seon&d .  In 
a  ddition  to  this,  since  the  'Tar,  vq  have  a  large  number  of  evacuated 
persons  and  children  from  Hull,  which  superimposes  on  our  birth  and 
death  rate,,  yet  another  factor  resulting  in  greatly  increased  number' 
of  births  and  a  slight  decrease  in  the  death  rate  owing  to  the  admix¬ 
ture  of  younger  people  in  the  population. 

BIRTH  RATE.  The  number  of  live  bi  ths  registered  viz. .75  is  much 
the  same  as  last  year  (77)  •  The  bi  th  rate  for  the  "hole  of  Lug  land 
&  RLales  is  16.5  per  1000  Sicilian  population  and  that  for  the 
smaller  to  ms  of  25000  to  50000  inhabitants  19.  4. 


DEATH  RATH .  71  people  died  in  1943(7  more  than 
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cases  of  all  the 


infectious  diseases  with  the  exception  of  Measles,  There  ras  an 
epidemic  of  Measles  resulting  in  219  cases.  The  epidemic  'as  mild, 
in  character  a  nd  there  mre  no  deaths  from  Bronchitis  or  other  com¬ 
plications.  There  "'ere  also  no  deaths  from  Scarlet  Fever,  "'hooping 
Cough,  Diphtheria  or  from  Epidemic  Diarrhoea, 

No  cases  of  Ophthalmia  Neonatoram  "ere  notified. 


DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNISATION .  This  work  was  continued  both  by  sessions 
held  at  School  and  at  a  Clinic  in  the  tom  for  the  under  fives.'

The 
increase  in  Tuberculosis  all  over  the  country  since  the  rar 
has  continued,  but  the  rate  of  increase  tends  to  decline.

Water  Supply 

Since  February,  1916,  the  public  water  supply  has  been  obtained 
under  contract  from  the  Kingston  -  upon  -  Hull  Corporation.  The 
water  is  brought  through  pipes  to  a  water  tower  situated  about  2^ 
miles  outside  the  District  and  thence  distributed  by  gravity 
through  out  the  District.  The  supply  has  been  satisfactory  in 
quality  and  quantity.  The  total  amount  of  water  supplied  during 
the  year  was  50,411,000  gallons. 

CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 


There  are  41  earth  closets  which  have  not  been  converted  to 
the  water  carriage  system,  exclusive  of  about  180  connected  with 
the  various  camps  in  the  District. 

COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE  AND  NIGHT  SOIL. 

818  loads  of  House  Refuse  and  104  loads  of  Shop  Refuse  weighing 
about  981  tons  -  12  cwt *  and  93  tons  -  12  cwt.  respectively  were 
collected  by  the  2  ton  Bedford  covered  Motor  Vehicle,  and  dealt 
with  at  the  Incinerator  Station.
